Johnson Questions Tf U.S. Has Powers 
Needed For Trouble In Southeast Asia

powers under which the- war Is 
being 1 prosecuted. 

If tho Tonkin resolution were 
repealed as- dome senators have 
proposed, tho United States 
might pull out of Vlotnnm but 
the emergency powers would 
continue.. 

Many of those special powers 
— at least 134 of thorn— are In ef- 
fect or available for use tf need- 
ed because of the Truman proc- 
lamation.
